Manuel Bonilla, who was Minister 
of Communications in the Cabinet of 
Madero and former Gcvernor of Sina- 
loa, gave out a statement tonight urg- 
ing that Gen. Villa's plan for pacifi- 
cation be met half way by Gen. Car- 
ranza. He came to Washington from 
Gen. Villa's headquarters, bearing a 
note to the United States, commenting 
favorably on President Wilson's pro- 


warring factions. 
HERNANDEZ'S MESSAGE. 


Gen. Rosalio Hernandez, the Villa 
commander, telegraphed the follow- 
ing message to Enrique C. Llorente. 
who transmitted it to the Red Cross: 

“T never denied the entry of pro- 
visions from the Red Cross to Mon- 
clova, but delayed my answer while 
awaiting instructions from Gen. Villa, 
who has ordered me to give all guar- 
antees to the Red Cross. I deeply ap- 
preciate the philanthropic services of 
the Red Cross to our people.”

Today is to see the last of “efi- 
ciency” in municipal government, if

Harrison of the Philippines in- 
formed the administration that the mer- 
chants of the Philippines were, on account 
of the shortage of ships, unable to export 
goods to the United States or elsewhere. 
Secretary Daniels was firm in his refusal to 
allow the naval vessels of the United States 
to be used as common carriers. The Sec- 
retary of War was more complaisant. He 
appealed to the Judge-Advocate-General to 


find a way by which army transports re-. 


turning to the United States from the Phil- 
fppines might be loaded with merchandise. 
That resourceful official gave an opinion 
to the effect that army transports 
could bring merchandise here from 
the Philippines, provided such mer 
chandise were the property of the gov- 
ernment. Wheretpon Secretary Garrison 
of the War Department informed President 
Wilson that “If the Philippine government 
should take over such merchandise as 
might stand in need of exportation and 
send it to the United States in army trans- 
poms the law would not be violated. In 
this case, of course, the United States gov- 
ernment would look to the Philippine gov- 
ernment for reimbursement. The latter 
would make such arrangements with local 
shippers as to it seemed best.” beak 
Thereupon an order was issued to the 
effect that army transports returning. to 
the United States from the Philippines may 
bring with them limited quantities of.mer- 
chandise. The military authorities at Ma- 
nila have been directed to invite proposals 
from commercial lines for this transporta- 
tion, and in the event of failure to secure 
replies each army transport may Carry not 
to exceed 3000 tons a month.

It is, therefore, possible to begin to under- 
stand something of what they actually 
mean to the employers and en. 
Production has been placed under a new 
tax, either directly or indirectly, and vary- 
ing in amount according to State lines and 
classifications of employment. At a recent 
public hearing a great industry stated its 
experience to be that 15 per cent. of the 
amount which it would have required for 
State or other compensation insurance had 
proved sufficient to cover all losses. Thus 
under the new order of things certain em- 
ployers are paying 85 per cent. more than 
is received by the ultimate beneficiaries. | 
It was a similar state of affairs which 
precipitated the ovefthrow of the com mon- 


law system. Statistics tended to show that | 
only some 16% per cent. of the amounts 


paid by employers reached the

now appars that insurance rates, fixed 
dy the States or by the insurance carriers, 
exceed the Amount distributed to injured 
employees and their representatives in 
amount varying from two to fourfold: while 
in certain classes of employment the ineur- 
ance rate is twenty times the loss ratio of 
the employers covered. 

Many complications and altogether un- 
foreseen contingencies have arisen, and the 
boasted simplicity of the new legislation is 
fast vanishing among a mass of highly tech- 
nical determinations based upon necessari- 
ly complex human relations, quite beyond 
legislative understanding. It appears that 
where the business runs through several 
States the laws of those States are in con- 
flict. Furthermore, the calm assumption of 
the law that every employee is sound and 
perfect until the happening of some pre- 


determined accident fits,ili with actual hu- 


man conditions. The possibility is already 
becoming apparent that State insurance may 
become bankrupt quite as- easily as any 
other type of risk assumption, and the im- 
patience manifested in certain common- 
wealths for elaborate State machinery at 
public expense as an adjunct to the busi- 
ness of a small section of the community 
are all indicative of the many things yet 
to be known and done before the new sys- 
tem shall have justified its form. 

Cases are arising wherein workmen, high- 
ly displeased et the outworking of the new 
law, are resorting to the courts in an effort 


to ignore “compensation” and enforce their 


old common-law rights. In one such case 
a judge has, rendered his opinion that the 
attempted abolition of common-law recov- 
eries is an unconstitutional infraction of 
the rights of property. On the other hand 
many employers feel that the compensa- 
tion of an injured workman hurt entirely 
through his own fault, and without \any 
other default or neglect, is distinctly sub- 
versive of the spirit of our laws.

HOLTVILLE, June 15.—With the 
Crops of 20,000 acres burning up for 
lack of water and the monetary dam- 
age, now estimated in excess of $100,- 
000, vaulting daily, officials of Impe- 
rial Water Company No. 6 are holding 
out the promise that the emergency 
canal which will give relief will be 
completed some time Thursday. With 
the evidence of the drought, enforced 
by a controversy between the officials 
of the water company and the“ re- 
ceiver of the California Development 
Company, impressed upon them at 
nome, 120 farmers with their teams 
and “fresnos” have been working 
‘= a high pitch for two weeks to com- 
plete the four-mile ditch south of 
here which will connect the east high 
Une canal with the dry low line canal, 
from which the receiver shut off the 
water on refusal of No. 5 to pay a 
sum which he claims as due for 
‘water rentals. 
Tach side is attempting to saddle 
the responsibility on the other, and 
the controversy is enveloped en a mass 
of complicated detail. It seems to re- 
solve itself down to the question as to 
whether Water Company No. 5 agreed 
to pay to Receiver W. H. Holabird 50 
cents per acre-foot for all water taken 
| into the high line canal, the intake of 
which is in Mexico, outside of Col. 
| Holabird’s jurisdiction. The water 
‘company is now buying water at half 
that rate, paying to Depositario A. F. 
Andrade, whose position in Mexico 
corresponds to that of Receiver Hola- 
bird in the United States. Receiver 
Holabird asserts that No. agreed 
to pay him, and at the 50-cent rate 
common to all mutual companies in 
he valley. J. J. Strieby, president of 
O. 5, in a statement issued today, 
denies any actual agreement was 
made, but his statement shows that 
such an agreement was at one time 


aving been prepared. 

DETAILS OF STATEMENT. 

According to Mr. Strieby, the offi- 
cials of No. 5 sought and obtained an 
interview with the directors of the 
Imperial Irrigation District, organ- 
ized to take over the California De- 
velopment Company, and submitted 
the question as to whether the receiver 
for the development company should 
be paid at he rate of 50 cents. On 
the advice of the directors of the irri- 
gation district, Mr. Strieby says, and 
because the 50 cents to the American 
recel and 25 cents to the Mexican | 
receiver was too great a burden, No. 
5 refused to contract with Receiver! 
Holabird. 

The start of the dispute was rela- 
tive to the sufficiency and practicabil- 
ity of Allison heading, which, officials 
of No. 5 say, was situated with. more 
of an eye to its protection on Amer- 
ic soll than to topographic location.

Regarding the building of the new 
Mexican heading, the statement of Col. 
Holabird says: 

“I realized the position of the two 
companies, and when the directors of 
No. 5 came to me for permission and 
co-operation in the building of a canal 
from the Mexican’ heading dn the 
Alamo, I saw its necessity. 

“The water companies clearly un- 
derstood at the time that Andrade 
demanded 25 cents per acre foot and 
that they must pay me, as receiver, 
50 cents per acre foot, as I would not 
under any circumstances make but one 
rate in Imperial Valley for irrigating 
water. I secured an order cf court 
authorizing the expenditure of $25,000 
to build a new Mexican intake canal. 
The contract was drawn providing for 
the constréction and the payment of 
water rentals in advance at the stand- 
ard price of 50 cents. No. 3 signed 
the contract, No. 5 refused tc sign. 
and on the completion of the intake 
commenced to order their water 
from Andrade.” 

The agreement to pay Col. Holabird 
for high-line water was made by Joel 
Anderson, Mr. Strieby’s predecesscr as 
president, it is asserted. A detail was 
that the receiver should reimburse 
No. 6 for construction of the heading 
out of water rentals, for which he 
went so far as to secure court author- 
ity. Statements were published in the 
valley that it was Mr. Strieby’s plan 
to get water from Mr. Andrade. who 
ia not friendly Col. Holabird, at 
half rates. which complicated mat- 
ters. To this President Strieby an- 
Wers that before the survey for the 
new canal Into Mexico was made Mr. 
Andrade notified No. 5 that it would 
not be allewed to connect with the 
Alamo unless it contracted to pay him 


50 cents per pcre foot. 
"We were faced then with the prob- 


can receivers. We felt that this was 
a burden that our stockhciders could 
not bear,” Mr. Strieby says. 
No COMPROMISE. 

Later at a gonference of water in- 
terests, says Mr. Strieby, Chief En- 
gineer Rockwood of the irrigation dis- 
trict suggested that each receiver take 
25 cents per acre foot, to 
Andrade, after some demur, agréed, 
and Col. Hclabird, when aprised of 
the suggestion, said he would not com- 
promise. 

Attorney Haines for No. 6 then 
drew up a resolution agreeing to the 
50-cent rate, and during a confer- 
ence in San Diego it was submitted to 
Cel. Holabird, who, says Mr. Strieby’s 
statement, “objected to the wording 
of it and finally rushed from the 
room with an exhibition of childish 
temper. I understand what the re- 
ceiver most strenuously objected to 
was a simple recital of the fact that 
the Allison heading had preven un- 
satisfactory.” 

It was after this that the board of 
directors of No. 5, after conferring 
with the irrigation district board, de- 
cided not to sign the contract Col. 
Holabird had submitted. Later he 
served nctice that, in default of pay- 
ment of money due for water served 
through the high line he would close 
down Allison heading, shutting off the 
low Une canal June 1. This he did and 
his action caused some surprise de- 
spite the warning. The high line and 
the low line run parallel and through 
laterals already built water from the 
high line, supplied by the Mexican 
receiver, was passed into the low 
line and was sufficient to serve some 
30,000 acres in the central and north- 
ern section of No. 5 district. With no 
water through the low line canal, about 
20.000 acres in the south end were 
left dry and the new ditch is being 
rushed under the direction of Supt. 
Roger Laurence, to relieve the dis- 
tress already caused. Much cf the al- 
falfa has been burned up, the dairy- 
men have suffered through not being 
able to obtain green feed. and some 
stock has died. Receiver Holabird di- 
rected that sufficient water for do- 
mestic uses and for watering stock 
be turned thrcugh the low line, but 
farmers. made desperate by ruin about 
them, have tapped the ditches and 
appropriated water in excess cf ‘their 
share, and to the detriment of users 
farther from the source, 

Receiver’ Holabird says he will go 
to court to compel payment and the 
mutual company threatens damage 
suite: so the dispute will probably be 
aired in one case cr the other. 

The letter to Mr. Haines was writ- 
ten to answer the queries of certain 
creditors of the Cnlifornia Develop- 
ment Company, who have written for 
information, and in concluding it Mr. 
Strieby says: 

“We are not Icoking for trouble. 
We are anxious to obtain a suffictent 
supply of water and to pay 50 cents 
per acre foot for it as the other com- 
panies in the valley do. We are not 
defying the court, since the court ap- 
parently igncres our existence. We 
have a very real desire to present 
our case to the court, but it seems 
that we are condemned to have our 
craps dried up. our stockholders 
ruined without being allowed to say 
one werd in our own behalf, without 
being allowed to lift a hand to se- 
eure a share of the ample water sup- 
plv which lies at our gates. 

“We are a peaceful, law-abiding 
community. but we have been de- 
frauded, bullied and harvssed to the 
of our patience.”

BIG WATER WAR 
NEAR DECISION. 


To 
Cities at Stake Opens. 


Fight for Underground Flow 
may Last Six Weeks. 


Los ‘Angeles Judge on Bench;

SAN BERNARDINO, June 16.— 
The lengthy litigation for which the 
cities of San Bernardino and River- 
side have been preparing for years, to 
establish water rights in the local] ar- 
tesian basin, opened today before 
Judge Finlayson of Los Angeles. The 
case, Which was brought by San Ber- 
nardino with the intention to prevent 
Riversiqa from further drawing upon 
the underground supply in the Antil 
tract, east of the city, is expected to 
consume six weeks in court. 

Riverside has been using water for 
many years from the San Bernardino 
Valley and attempts recently to sink 
more wells and increase the supply 
led to the filing of the suit. The Riv- 
erside Water Company and numerous 
other water concerns are co-defend- 
ants in the action Riverside con- 
tends the work of @preading the wa- 
ters of Santa Ana River in the mouth 
of the canyon feeds the underground 
water system and thus counterbal- 
ances the drain through the wells in 
the valley. All efforts to compromise 
the differences failed. e evidence 
to be submitted will be the most ex- 
haustive. 

Riverside bases is claims on rights 
acquired by purchase several months 
ago of the property of the Riverside 
water company for $760,000. The 
water company, it is alleged, drew its 
supply from the artesian wells during 
four months in the year, while its 
successor, the city of Riverside, it is 
alleged, proposes to utilize the supply 
during the entire year. . 

San Bernardino alleges this will se- 
riously diminish its supply.

HILADELPHIA, June 16.—For- 
mer President Taft, in an ad- 

Adress here tonight, outlined the 
plan for the proposed league of peace 
which will be discussed in Independ- 
ence Hall tomorrow. Mr. Taft was 
firmly of the opinion that a league of 
peace could be formed which would 
enable nations to avoid war by fur- 
nishing a practical means for settling 
international quarrels, or “suspending 
them until the blinding heat of pas- 
sion had cooled.” 

“In calling this meeting,” Mr. Taft 
said, “my associates and I have not 
been unaware that we might be lik- 
ened to the tailors of Tooley. street, 
who mistook themselves for the peo- 


we do not represent anybody but our- 
selves. 

“We are not here to suggest a 
means of bringing this war to an 
end—much as that is to be desired, 


sacrifice to secure peace—that is not 
within the project of the present 
meeting. 

“We hope and pray for peace, 


jour hope of Its coming in the, 


future.ie sufficient to make us think 
that the present is a good time to dis- 
cuss and formulate a series of pro- 
posals to which the assent of a num- 
ber of the great powers could be se- 
cured. We think a league of peace 
could be formed which would enable 
nations to avoid war by furnishing 
a practical means of settling interna- 


tional quarrels, or suspending them 
until the blinding heat of passion had 
cooled. 

“In no War has the direct interest 
that neutrals have in preventing a 
war between neighbors been so clear- 
ly made known. This interest of neu- 
trals has been so forced upon them 
that it would require only a slight de- 
velopment and growth in the law of 
international relations to develop that 
interest to a right to be contulted be- 
fore such a war among neighbors 
be begun. This step we hope to have 
taken by the formation of a peace 
league of the great powers, whose 
and fundamental principle 
shall be that no war can e place 
between any two members. of the 
league until they have resorted to the 
machinery that the league proposes 
to furnish to settle the controversy 
likely to lead to war. 

“If any member refuses to use this 
machinery and attacks another mem- 
ber of the league in breach of his 
league obligations, all members of the 


attacked by force. 

“We do not think the ultimate re- 
sort to force safely can be omitted 
from an effective league of peace. We 
sincerely hope that it may never be- 
eome necessary and that the deterrent 
effect of its inevitable use in case of 
a breach of the league obligation will 
help materially to give sanction to the 
laws of the league and to render a 
resort to force avoidable. 

“Now what is the machinery, a re- 
sort to which we wish to force on in- 
tending belligerent of the league? It 
consists of two tribunals, to one of 
which every issue must be submitted. 
Issues between nations are of two 


c 
“First, issues that can be decided 
on principles of international law and 
equity called justiciable. Second are 
those which cannot be decided upon 
principles of law and equity, but 
which might be quite as irritating 
and provocative of war, called non- 
fusticiable. 

“We propose that for justiciable 
questions we shall have an impartial 
court to which all questions arising 
between members of the league shall 
be submitted. If the court finds the 
question justiciable, it shall decide 
it. If it does not, it shall refer to a 
commissjon of conciliation to investi- 
gate, confer, hear argument and com- 
promise. 

“We do not propose to enforce com- 
pliance either with the court's judg- 
ment or the conciliation commis- 
sion’s re endation. We feel that 
we ought not to attempt too much— 
we believe that the forced*submission 
and the truce taken to investigate the 
judicial decision or the conciliatory 
compromise recommended will form 
a material inducement to peace. It 
will cool the heat of passion and will 
give the men of peace in each nation 
time to still the jingoes. The league 
of peace will furnish a great oppor- 
tunity for more definite formulation 
of the principles of international law.

OIL TANK STEAMER UNDER

yYASHINGTON, June 16.—Am- 
 bassador’ Gerard cabled today 
his first informal report on 
how the last American note to Ger- 
many was received in official quarters 
in Berlin.
